LEGISLATIVE RESOLUTION 140

Introduced by Erdman, 47;

PURPOSE: The purpose of this study is to examine activities and
staffing of the Department of Agriculture and the Bureau of Animal
Industry funded wholly or in part through federal grant funds under
homeland security, livestock disease emergency response, animal
identification, or other initiatives of the federal government. It
is a goal of this study to identify the need for and feasibility of
continuing such activities and staffing if federal funding sources
are not continued.

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE MEMBERS OF THE ONE
HUNDREDTH LEGISLATURE OF NEBRASKA, FIRST SESSION:

1. That the Agriculture Committee of the Legislature
shall be designated to conduct an interim study to carry out the
purposes of this resolution.

2. That the committee shall upon the conclusion of
its study make a report of its findings, together with its

recommendations, to the Legislative Council or Legislature.
